Mother charged 

No other suspects in deaths of Millet children: RCMP

RCMP arrested and 
charged the mother of two 
children found dead in 
their Millet home with 
two counts of second-de¬ 
gree murder on Monday. 

The case that is getting 
international media atten¬ 
tion is still under investiga¬ 
tion. 

RCMP K Division’s Cpl. 
Wayne Oakes said Allyson 
Louise McConnell, 31, will 
remain under 24-hour su¬ 
pervision or guard in an 
Edmonton-area medical fa¬ 
cility until she is deemed 
medically able to be trans¬ 
ferred to a correctional fa-

cility. 

“Investigators have gone 
through a process of speak¬ 
ing with Ms. McConnell 
and that took place prior 
to the charges being 
sworn,” Oakes said. 

“There will have to be 
consultation with medical 
personnel to ensure that, 
medically speaking, there 
would be no apparent risks 
to her being transferred to 
such a facility.” 


The bodies of 10-month- 
old Jayden McConnell and 
two-year-old Connor Mc¬ 
Connell were discovered 
by a family member on 
Feb. 1 in their home locat¬ 
ed at 5107-52 St. in Millet. 

“Based on grounds that 
our investigators obtained, 
they did have reasons to 
swear the two charges 
against Allyson McConnell, 
the mother of the two chil¬ 
dren,” Oakes said. 


“She’s the only person in 
custody; she’s the only per¬ 
son facing charges. At this 
point in time, based on 
where the investigation 
stands today, they do not 
anticipate any additional 
charges.” 

McConnell will make 
her first court appearance 
on March 16 in Wetaski- 
win provincial court. 

“We do continue to ap¬ 
peal to the public for any 
information that may re¬ 
late to this,” Oakes said. 
“That’s in an effort to en¬ 
sure that we do not over¬ 
look anything, that investi¬ 
gators are thorough and 
diligent and cover every 
potential avenue of investi¬ 
gation that’s possible.”

Alberta team seeking causes 
of inflammatory bowel disease 


health Finding out you 
have Crohn’s disease is not 
something every fit 20-year- 
old wants to discover. 

Now at 30, Patrick Leroux 
described it as a roller-coast¬ 
er of unpredictable weak¬ 
ness, steroids and visits to 
the hospital. 

“It’s endless medications 
and tests, drink this and in¬ 
ject that,” he said. 

Leroux is one of the par¬ 
ticipants in a study by the 
Alberta Inflammatory Bow¬ 
el Disease (IBD) Consor¬ 


tium, which is seeking the 
root causes of IBD. 

Crohn’s disease is a 
chronic inflammation of 
the intestines with symp¬ 
toms like diarrhea, abdomi¬ 
nal pain and weight loss. 

Dr. Leo Dieleman, associ¬ 
ate professor of medicine at 
the University of Alberta, 
says the study is important 
because Alberta has one of 
the highest rates of Crohn’s 
in the country.

Lumsden hits the sled

athlete Jesse Lumsden, the

Lueders, the team’s pilot. 
The foursome eventually 
qualified for the Olympics. 

And come Friday, when 
Lumsden’s team takes to 
the Whistler track for the 
four-man bobsled event, all 
eyes will be on the brake- 
man’s play. It’s a spotlight 
that suits him just fine. 

“I like to consider myself 
a big-game kind of guy. I 
love the excitement of play¬ 
ing in the big game, and I 
love the challenge of it.”

Corporate tax cuts 
to stay: Officials 

Feds to look at spending cuts to rein in deficit 


Faced with skyrocketing 
debts, the federal Conser¬ 
vatives say they will begin 
cutting spending on 
government programs in 
the March 4 budget. But 
the massive corporate tax 
cuts that are deepening 
Ottawa’s deficit hole every 
year will not be touched, 
officials say. 

Despite a record annual 
budget deficit of $56 bil¬ 
lion, Finance Minister Jim 
Flaherty will look else¬ 
where to try to start put¬ 
ting the federal govern¬ 
ment’s financial house 
back in order. 

In fact, the government 
is expected to continue 
phasing in deeper business 
tax reductions over the 
next few years. 

In all, between 2008 and 
2014, these cuts are reduc¬ 
ing the cash-strapped fed¬ 
eral government’s tax take 
by a cumulative $60 bil¬ 
lion. 

While these major tax 
savings for business have

attracted little public at¬ 
tention, they are an impor¬ 
tant factor in the financial 
mess that has arisen since 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s Conservatives 
took power. 

Without the corporate 
tax reductions brought in 
by Flaherty since 2006, the 
$ 160-billion cumulative 
budget deficit being run up 
by 2014 would be reduced 
by more than one-third — 
to about $100 billion. 

There have been ripples 
of concern on Bay Street 
that corporate tax breaks 
would offer a tempting tar¬ 
get for a deficit-burdened 


finance minister. In a re¬ 
search report last month, 
BMO Capital Markets ana¬ 
lysts noted that the Harper 
government has been re¬ 
ducing taxation of corpo¬ 
rate profits “with the ob¬ 
jective of improving pro¬ 
ductivity and being global¬ 
ly competitive.” 

But the report speculates 
that Flaherty, in an at¬ 
tempt to deal with Ot¬ 
tawa’s budget shortfall, 
might delay or adjust the 
planned reduction in fed¬ 
eral corporate tax rates. 
The rates are scheduled to 
be reduced to 15 per cent 
in 2013 from 19 per cent in

zipline across Robson

set the bar for successive 
Olympic crowds. The U.S. 
may own the podium, but 
Canada owns the stands. 
And the streets. 

As a charter member of 
the anvil chorus, I admit de¬ 
feat. We spent six billion 
bucks on the stupid 
Olympic Games. And to our 
surprise, we got a huge shot 
of grassroots national unity 
as a bonus. This city, this 
nation, will never be the 
same. 

With five days left, what 
can I say? Go Canada Go.

Washington Europeans’ 
aversion to military force is 
limiting NATO’s ability to 
fight wars effectively, U.S.

The early successes of 
NATO in averting post- 
World War II eruptions of 
European conflict have led 
to a new set of concerns, 
Gates said. “The

century to an impediment 
to achieving real security 
and lasting peace in the 
21st,” he told an audience 
from many of NATO’s 28 
member countries.

Bonuses top 
$20B: Official 


Wall Street bonuses were 
up 17 per cent to over $20 
billion US in 2009, the year 
U.S. taxpayers bailed out 
the financial sector after 
its meltdown, New York 
state Comptroller Thomas 
DiNapoli said yesterday. 

Total compensation at 
the largest securities firms 
grew beyond that figure 
and profits could surpass 
what he calls an unprece¬ 
dented $55 billion last 
year, DiNapoli said. 

That’s nearly three 
times Wall Street’s record 
increase, a rate of growth 
that is boosted in part by 
the record losses in 2008 
of nearly $43 billion, the 
Democrat said. 

“Wall Street is vital to 
New York’s economy, and 
the dollars generated by 
the industry help the 
state’s bottom line,” said 
DiNapoli. 

“But for most Ameri¬ 
cans, these huge bonuses 
are a bitter pill and hard to 
comprehend ... Taxpayers 
bailed them out, and now 
they’re back making mon¬ 
ey while many New York 
families are still struggling 
to make ends meet.” 


And there’s more 

• The bonus estimate does¬ 
n't include compensation 
that Wall Streeters chose to 
take in stock options and 
other kinds of deferred pay¬ 
ment. 


DiNapoli supports re¬ 
forms that require Wall 
Street bonuses to be tied 
to long-term profitability, 
to force more stability in 
the volatile markets and 
“make sure the securities 
industry thrives without 
driving the rest of us out 
on a fragile economic 
limb.” 

DiNapoli reviews tax col¬ 
lections each year and 
bases his annual projec¬ 
tion of Wall Street bonus¬ 
es on income and other 
taxes paid in New York 
City. 

DiNapoli notes the 
bonuses help state rev¬ 
enues tremendously as it 
faces an $8.2-billion 
deficit, but they are a “bit¬ 
ter pill” to most taxpayers 
nationwide.

“Don’t go out and buy 
something that you don’t 
really understand because 
it’s easy to get into invest¬ 
ments but always harder to 
get out.” 

Make sure to get a notice 
of assessment first so that 
you’ll know exactly how 
much room you have to 
contribute, as going over 
your limit can be painful. 

“If you over-contribute to 
your RRSP, it will cost you 


extensive time and money 
to sort it out,” Sokolan said. 

If you already have an 
RRSP account set up, you 
can do an online deposit of 
cash right into your RRSP 
account, a good option for 
people lost for time. 

If you haven’t saved 
enough cash to put into 
your RRSP but you have 
outside investments, So¬ 
kolan suggests you move a 
portion of those into your 
RRSP accounts and they will 
count as a contribution just 
as money would. 

Lastly, cashable GICs can 
be a good option if you 
don’t want your money just 
sitting around in the RRSP 
but don’t want to commit it 


too strongly — most are 
cashable in 30-60 days and 
generate interest up to the 
date you cash them. 

Whatever you do, don’t 
expect miracles to happen 
at the last minute, says Tom 
Hamza, president of the In¬ 
vestor Education Fund. 

“It’s like exercise — if 
you think that at the last 
day of RRSP season you can 
go out and run a marathon, 
you’ll hurt yourself. It’s 
something you have to plan 
for,” Hamza said. 

Don’t dwell on past mis¬ 
takes — a new day is a new 
chance to get back on track 
with your goals. 

“Don’t look back, look 
forward. There’s no point in 
beating yourself up — but 
there is a point in acting, 
and we can all change what 
we do for the future,” 
Hamza said.

Going to miss the March 1 
RRSP contribution 
deadline or simply didn’t 
save as much as you want¬ 
ed this year? Don’t lose 
hope — you can come out 
swinging in 2010 if you 
plan ahead. 

John Nardi, a financial 
adviser with Edward Jones, 
says even if you haven’t 
met your RRSP goals this 
year, it’s important to pick 
yourself up and evaluate 
how you can move for¬ 
ward. 

“Don’t get discouraged. 
Find out why you missed 
the deadline, take a step 
back and think, ‘Why did I 
not accomplish my goals?’ 
You need to have long-term 
goals in mind and now is 
an opportunity to sit down 
and review them with an 


adviser,” Nardi said. 

Rosanna De Jong, man¬ 
ager of financial planning 
with RBC in Edmonton, 


says changing your mind¬ 
set is key — good financial 
planning is not as much 
about deadlines as it is 


about steady commitment. 
Your money starts working 
for you the moment you 
put it into your RRSP, so 


waiting until the yearly 
deadline actually means 
you lose out on up to a 
year of potential growth. 

“Don’t wait to con¬ 
tribute. Contributing early 
gives your savings more 
time to grow,” De Jong 
said. 

Nardi agrees, saying in 
an ideal world, you’d want 
to make your entire contri¬ 
bution for the coming year 
in March. While most peo¬ 
ple would be hard-pressed 
to make such a large con¬ 
tribution after just putting 
the previous year’s money 
into their RRSP, for people 
who missed the deadline 
March can be an enormous 
opportunity to get a head¬ 
start on growth. 

Regular, consistent con¬ 
tributing can also go a lot 
further than scrambling to 
find money at the end of 
the year, so both Nardi and 
De Jong suggest setting up 


monthly contributions to 
your RRSP so you can 
spread the load over the 
course of the year. Having 
the money withdrawn au¬ 
tomatically will ensure you 
have enough at year’s end, 
and your money will start 
growing faster. 

RBC financial planner 
Mario Muzzo says you 
shouldn’t let short-term 
shifts in the market shy 
you away from long-term 
investing. Stick to your in¬ 
vestment plan and you’ll 
be able to weather 
changes. 

“Don’t be scared or de¬ 
terred from the markets or 
investments in general by 
what’s going on; look at 
your own situation, stay 
within your comfort zone 
and stick to your savings 
plan,” Muzzo said. 
“Chances are on your side 
that you’ll be successful 
more often than not.”

TFSA a great tax tool: Experts 



While an annual investment of $ 5,000 into a Tax-Free Savings Ac¬ 
count doesn’t seem like much now, it could grow to more than 
$550,000 over 35 years, financial experts say. 


The annual RRSP deadline 
also conies with lots of 
questions. 

Will you make a contri¬ 
bution? 

Will you put it in fixed 
income or equity invest¬ 
ments? 

This year, you may need 
to ask yourself an addition¬ 
al question: Do you put 
your money in a Regis¬ 
tered Retirement Savings 
Plan, or a Tax-Free Savings 
Plan? 

The answer will depend 
on how much money you 
make, as well as your per¬ 
sonal financial situation, 
and a host of other factors. 

But what financial plan¬ 
ning experts do agree on is 
this: The TFSA, as it’s 
known, can be a great tax 
planning tool that, for 
many Canadians, will be a 
key way to build wealth 
down the road. 

“I believe over the next 
20 years or so, you’re going 
to be looking at TFSA ac¬ 
counts that are well into 
the six figures, in other 
words over $100,000, just 
from people contributing 
every single year, plus the 
growth on that money,” 
said Jamie Golombek, 
managing director, tax and 
estate planning, for CIBC 
Private Wealth Manage¬ 
ment. 

“People should not be ig¬ 
noring TFSAs.” 

Financial planning ex¬ 
perts agree that if you are 
in a low-income bracket 
now — if you’re making 
less than $40,000 annually 
— it doesn’t make much 
sense to contribute to an 
RRSP because you won’t be 
saving much on taxes. 


As well, you could end 
up having some govern¬ 
ment benefits clawed back 
in retirement if you are 
withdrawing a large 
amount from your retire¬ 
ment nest egg. 

Keep in mind that the 
government prescribes 
how much can be with¬ 
drawn from the registered 
account, (by then you will 
have converted it to a RRIF, 
or Registered Retirement 
Income Fund) and those 
withdrawals are classified 
as income. 

Withdrawals from a TF¬ 
SA savings account, on the 
other hand, are not count¬ 


ed as income. 

For people in a lower in¬ 
come bracket, “starting a 
TFSA and consistently con¬ 
tributing $5,000 a year 
would be a great boon,” 
said Adam Salahudeen, of 
Scotiabanlc. “Don’t be 
fooled into thinking that it 
doesn’t sound like very 
much.” 

For example, $5,000 a 
year invested annually 
with a 6 per cent rate of re¬ 
turn and no withdrawals 
would grow to more than 
$550,000 over 35 years. 

“While today that $5,000 
contribution doesn’t seem 
like very much, in 20 years

contributing $ 5,000 
a year would be a 
great boon.”

from now, that build-up of 
contribution room will be 
very powerful,” Salahu¬ 
deen said. 

If you are in a high in¬ 
come tax bracket now and 
expect to be in a lower one 
in retirement, as most peo¬ 
ple would be, it’s a good 
idea to contribute to an 
RRSP first, then do your ad¬ 
ditional savings in a tax- 
free account. 

There are important 
ways to use these accounts 
together. For instance, if 
you are not earning much 
now, but expect your in¬ 
come to climb in the com¬ 
ing years, start saving in a 
TFSA and then pull it out 
to contribute to an RRSP. 

“Then you would get a 
tax deduction when you’re 
in a higher tax bracket and 
you would restore your TF¬ 
SA contribution room the 
following year because any 
withdrawals from a TFSA 
can automatically be re¬ 
contributed the following 
year,” Golombek said. 

Keep in mind that, un¬ 
like withdrawals from an 
RRSP, there are no taxes to 
be paid on a TFSA. You can 
take out as much as you 
like at any time for any 
reason. Withdrawals are 
simply added to your con¬ 
tribution room the follow¬ 
ing calendar year.

Interest in nursing re¬ 
mains strong, and some Al¬ 
berta post-secondaiy insti¬ 
tutions have continued to 
increase the number of 
spots available over the 
past decade to train stu¬ 
dents as registered nurses 
(RNs), licensed practical 
nurses (LPNs) or registered 
psychiatric nurses (RPNs). 

The current health-care 
trend within Alberta indi¬ 
cates the ratio of RNs to LP¬ 
Ns will shift to increase the 
presence of LPNs. 

Dianne Tapp, dean of 
nursing at the University 
of Calgaiy, says this shift 
could be an issue since 
even though the clinical 
care paths are similar be¬ 
tween RNs and LPNs, their 
roles are quite different. 

Bill DuPerron, dean of 
health and community 
care at Bow Valley College, 
says his experience in the 
health-care system and 
teaching leads him to be¬ 
lieve practical nurses are a 
great, underutilized treas¬ 
ure. He sees the ratio shift 
as a positive one.

Looks like Edmonton 
remains the City of Cham¬ 
pions when it comes to 
jobs over the last year as 
Edmonton is currently 
boasting a lower 
unemployment rate than 
Calgary. 

But fear not Calgary, 
with only a 0.3 of a per 
cent difference behind Ed¬ 
monton, things are begin¬ 
ning to look up for the 
province. 

“The big picture is that 
Edmonton gained employ¬ 
ment between December 
2009 and January 2010,” 
says Vincent Ferrao, labour 
market analyst for Statis¬ 
tics Canada. 

According to the Statis¬ 
tics Canada Labour Force 
Survey for January 2010, 
Alberta is sitting in third 
for the lowest unemploy¬ 
ment rate in the country, 
after its more easterly 
neighbours Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba respectively. 

“It looks like things have 


started to turn around for 
the province,” says Ferrao. 

From June 2009 to De¬ 
cember 2009, the province 
has begun to see an in¬ 
crease in jobs. 

“This contrasts with the 
steep decline that we saw 
at the beginning of the 
downturn,” says Ferrao. 

Edmonton has been see¬ 
ing more broad-based 
gains across many sectors 
whereas Calgary has been 
seeing a lot more spikes in 
some industries and larger 
declines in others. 


“Recently we have seen a 
bit of a pick-up, but not 
much,” says Ferrao. “It is 
better to stand still than to 
fall backwards.” 

Over the past 12 months, 
Edmonton has seen its 
biggest increase in the ac¬ 
commodation and services 


industry, but you may 
want to pack up and head 
to Calgary if you are look¬ 
ing for a career in the 
health-care field. 

With the health-care sec¬ 
tor being the fasting-grow¬ 
ing sector in Calgary, 
health-care professionals 
finally have something to 
smile about. 

Calgary was hit harder in 
the decline of the manu¬ 
facturing and natural re¬ 
source jobs than Edmon¬ 
ton, but compared to the 
rest of the country, the un¬ 
employment woes are 
nothing like the decline of 
jobs that Windsor, Ont., 
has seen. 


“Ontario was very badly 
hit during the downturn,” 
says Ferrao. 

Because of the decline of 
the auto industry during 
the economic downturn, 
Windsor’s unemployment 
rate for January 2010 was 
the worst in the country at 
12.8 per cent. 

According to the stats 
from the past year, it ap¬ 
pears that the worst is be¬ 
hind Alberta and gradual 
gains are in the future. 

“I would not say it was 
going back to the boom 
times, but it is not losing 
employment,” says Ferrao. 
“There is a lot of territory 
to catch up on.”

When Lucie Richard 
contemplated a career as a 
food stylist, she worried 
she was lacking a critical 
personality trait. 

“I thought they were 
way too anal,” she admits. 
“They promised me they 


could make me an anal 
person and they were suc¬ 
cessful. I can spend a lot of 
time looking at five peas 
on a plate.” 

That fine eye for detail is 
important for the make-up 
artists of the food world. A 
former chef, Richard (lucie 
richard.ca) prepares food 
for photo shoots and keeps 
it looking hot, cold, juicy 
or tender, depending on 
the item. The freelancer 
works in editorial, adver¬ 
tising and packaging. 

“Basically, I’m being paid 
to play with my food, 
which I was reprimanded 
for as a child,” she jokes. 
“It’s a fun way to work 
with food and not be in a 
restaurant kitchen.” 

Most food stylists have a 
background in food, but 
there is little direct train¬ 
ing in North America. 
Tricks of the trade — like 


using tweezers and dental 
picks to shape food — are 
collected on the job. A 
deep knowledge of food is 
critical so that you know 
how a recipe will turn out 


before you start and how 
food behaves over time. 

When Richard is done, 
she hands over to food 
photographers like Yvonne 
Duivenvoorden. Duivenvo- 


orden (Broad daylight.ca) 
trained as a photographer 
at Holland College in P.E.I. 
and then Ryerson Universi¬ 
ty. She works in Toronto. 

“As soon as I discovered 
that people actually do this 
for a living, I was caught 
up,” she says of her prefer¬ 
ence for commercial pho¬ 
tography over fine art. She 
started working as a pho¬ 
tographer’s assistant and 
recommends such infor¬ 
mal apprenticing. 

“The irony of it is that I 
can’t cook a thing. I’m not 
even that interested in the 
flavour aspect of food. I see 


it very much as shapes and 
colours on a plate,” she 
says. “I see it as a still life.” 

That gives her a photog¬ 
rapher’s eye unbiased by a 
personal love of chocolate 
or hatred of liver. Like 
Richard, Duivenvoorden is 
quick to bust myths: 
Turkeys are not shellacked, 
mashed potatoes don’t pre¬ 
tend to be ice cream and 
food doesn’t sit under hot 
lights all day. At the end of 
a shoot, she says all of the 
dishes she photographs are 
edible, if a little tired, and 
she mostly relies on natu¬ 
ral light.

Blunder proves 
costly for Dutch 
speedskating star 

coach If ever there was a 
blunder of Olympic 
proportions, this was it. 

Dutch star Sven Kramer 
lost the Olympic gold 
medal yesterday when 
coach Gerard Kemlcers sent 
him the wrong way on a 
changeover during the 25 
laps of the 10,000-metre 
speedskating race — a mis¬ 
take so elementary, it 
defies belief. 

“It is a disastrous error,” 
said Kemlcers, still in shock 
because his faulty instruc¬ 
tions had Kramer disquali¬ 
fied and moved Lee Seung- 
hoon of South Korea to 
gold from silver. 

Kramer had not lost a 
10,000 in three years, mak¬ 
ing him the prohibitive 
favourite to win — until 
the inexplicable happened. 

Every lap, a skater moves 
from the outside lane to 
the inside lane, or vice-ver¬ 
sa, for a changeover to 
make sure everybody 
skates the same distance. 

Kemlcers didn’t realize 
Kramer had already moved 
outside, and desperately 
pointed him inside with 
one finger while Kramer 
was making the right deci¬ 
sion to move to the outside 
lane. 

The years of trust 
between coach and skater 
convinced Kramer to 
change his mind and move 
inside.

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With about three 
minutes left in last 
night’s 8-2 thrashing of 
Germany, the 16,000 rav¬ 
ing fans let the world 
know exactly who they 
wanted to play in today’s 
quarter-final as deafen¬ 
ing chants of “We want 
Russia” threatened to 
blow the roof off Canada 
Hockey Place. 

“They were just saying 
what they wanted, I don’t 
think you could blame 
them,” said Canada’s Sid¬ 
ney Crosby, who will re¬ 
new his often heated ri¬ 
valry with Russian super- 
star Alexander Ovechkin 
on the world’s largest 
stage. 

The Russians won a bye 
to this afternoon’s quar¬ 
ter-finals, finishing third 
behind the top-ranked 
Americans and Swedes. 

“(Russia-Canada) is a big 
rivalry, we all know it,” 
Crosby said. “It’s some¬ 
thing that everyone has 
been talking about before 
the Olympics ... the fact is, 
we have a big quarter-fi¬ 
nal game and the fact that 
it is them just adds more 
to it. I expect it will be a 
pretty incredible atmos¬ 
phere.” 

Canada, ranked sixth af¬ 
ter the preliminary round, 
opened the scoring last 


night halfway through the 
first period. Joe Thornton 
beat German goaltender 
(and San Jose teammate) 
Thomas Greiss glove side 
after taking a pass from 
behind the net from Dany 
Heatley (another San Jose 
teammate). 

The scoring began with 
a blast in the second. 


A Shea Weber slapshot 
beat Greiss stick side and 
zipped clean through the 
netting, causing the water 
bottle to give a little 
jump. 

Weber yelled at the ref¬ 
eree and gestured wildly 
at the net, but the play 
continued for another 40 
seconds or so, until a 


whistle sounded and offi¬ 
cials could review the 
play. Weber was soon 
awarded the goal. 

Jarome Iginla had 
two goals on the night, 
while Crosby, Mike 
Richards, captain Scott 
Niedermayer and Rick 
Nash each scored in the 
third.

Mclvor was Canada’s 
first ski-cross racer to se¬ 
cure a spot on the Olympic 
freestyle team — which 
served as both a blessing 
and a curse for Mclvor. She 
was thrilled to have a 
Games spot locked up well 


in advance, but the early 
nomination only made the 
wait that much more diffi¬ 
cult. 

A natural daredevil, 
Mclvor began skiing down 
her parents’ carpeted steps 
at age two. As a child, she 
spent her summers tra¬ 
versing rugged terrain on 
her bike, and her winters 
blazing down the ski hill. 

After winning her first- 
ever ski-cross race seven 
years ago — and subse¬ 
quently qualifying for the 
X Games — Mclvor was 
hooked. Sponsors and ski 
companies lined up right 
away, recognizing the com¬ 
bination of movie-star 
beauty and raw talent 
made her an instant super-

A good cause, but are we missing 
the point of Own the Podium? 



-he intent of Own 

the Podium is to 
have Canadian 
athletes be com¬ 
petitive at the 
home Olympics. That’s 
why about $120 million 
has been invested over the 
past five years. 

Mission accomplished. 

As of the completion of 
Day 12, Canada boasted 11 
medals — six gold — and 
another 18 fourth- or fifth- 
place finishes. 

The results have come in 
almost all disciplines from 
figure skating to cross¬ 
country skiing, and all 
sports in between. 

Where Own the Podium 
has gone awry is in the in¬ 
terpretation of its mes¬ 
sage. Strangely, the 
moniker for a strategy to 
support high-performance 
athletes from this country 
has taken on a jingoistic 
connotation. 

The tone has been 
slightly aggressive and 
Own the Podium has be¬ 
come a buzz phrase that 
when poorly translated ac¬ 


tually runs counter to the 
ideals of the Olympics. 

One of the founders of 
the modern Games, Pierre 
de Coubertin, envisioned a 
higher purpose for this in¬ 
ternational gathering. 

“In the Olympics, as in 
life, the most important 
thing is not the victory,” 
de Coubertin wrote.

Toyota steps up for Tundra

“Here’s a big enough 
spot,” I say to my wife as 
we head towards the gro¬ 
cery store parking lot’s 
back 40. This has been the 
story of my week, having 
been unable to park near 
the front doors — virtually 
anywhere — since picking 
up my tester, the 2010 Toy¬ 
ota 4x4 Tundra Double 
Cab pickup truck. 

Pickup trucks, especially 
the full-size ones, have al¬ 
ways been about trade offs. 
To get the capacity and 
grunt you need for hauling 
building supplies, piles of 
dirt, large boats and horse 
trailers, you’re saddled with 
a thirsty behemoth. 

The 2010 Tundra is no ex¬ 
ception, at least in terms of 
size. Substantially larger 
than Toyota’s first effort in

’93, the humble V6-pow- 
ered T100 — today’s Tundra 
is every bit as brawny as its 
Big Three competitors. 

But Toyota has felt the ef¬ 
fects of buck-a-litre gas on 
truck sales and has respond¬ 
ed with a new 4.6-litre base 
engine that improves not 
only on fuel economy, but 


in power. My tester was 
built upon the base 4x4 
Double Cab SR5 (4.6 litre) at 
$35,790, adding the TRD Of¬ 
froad package ($4,105), 
along with a rear bumper 
step ($347 installed) and a 
two-inch trailer ball ($28 in¬ 
stalled). This brings the 
MSRP up to $40,270 and 
gets you a well equipped ve¬ 
hicle. 

Standard equipment on 
the 4x4 Double Cab SR5 in¬ 
cludes power windows and 
locks with keyless entry, 
dual zone climate control 
with filtration, six-speaker 
AM/FM/CD/MP3/WMA audio 
system, 60/40 foldable rear 
bench seat and a full suite 
of gauges that includes volt¬ 
meter, water temperature 
and transmission oil tem¬ 
perature. 

Inside, seats are comfort¬ 
able and supportive, uphol¬ 
stered in an attractive, high- 
quality fabric. The instru¬

ments are amber lit and 
deeply inset, with metallic 
surrounds. Hoever, the sil¬ 
ver finish and shiny black 
plastic panels could use a 
little updating. 

This generation of Tundra 
has done well according to 
carbuyers, journalists and 
industry experts. And by 
gaining credibility, Tundra 
should continue to build 
market share in this once 
highly brand-loyal segment.

Car dream come true in Canada 



wo Canadian vehicles 
made news this 
month. 

The “electric” Olympia 
ice-resurfacing machine, 
made in Ontario, was the 
subject of much discussion, 
after experiencing techni¬ 
cal difficulties at the Van¬ 
couver Olympics. It appar¬ 
ently missed the memo 
about “Owning the Podi¬ 
um.” 

The other Canadian vehi¬ 
cle that had people talking 
was the HTT Plethore LC- 
750. Its appearance at the 
recent Toronto auto show 
marked the first time the 
supercar was shown at a 
Canadian event in “produc¬ 
tion ready” trim. 

The Plethore is definitely 
better looking than the 
Olympia — and faster. 

Apparently, the LC-750, 


which packs a 705-hp super¬ 
charged 6.2-litre V8, “can 
easily reach speeds of more 
than 340 km/hr.” A 1,300 hp 
version aims to break the 
speed record by a produc¬ 
tion car currently estab¬ 
lished at 412 km/hr. 

If all this sounds very un- 
modest and therefore un- 
Canadian, it is, and for that 
we should all sigh, “Hallelu¬ 
jah.” 

A “dare to dream” thing 
like this doesn’t happen 


much anywhere, and partic¬ 
ularly in Canada, without 
single-minded passion. The 
man with the passion and 
drive and imagination is 
Luc Chartrand, who started 
the Plethore project over 10 
years ago. 

“Luc is the founder of the 
company (HTT Technolo¬ 
gies), and the designer and 
engineer behind the proj¬ 
ect,” says company presi¬ 
dent, Sebastien Forest. “He 
basically started from 


scratch.” He considers Luc 
“an artist,” an artist that 
just happens to work with 
the automotive form. 

Luc’s vision started with a 
central driving position, 
like any racecar. Two pas¬ 
sengers can come along for 
the ride, in seats that flank 
each side of the driver’s 
seat. 

Both its chassis and body¬ 
work are rendered in car¬ 
bon fibre. Needless to say, 
this makes the car both in- 


creadibly rigid and incredi¬ 
bly light. 

The sticker price on LC- 
750 is $395,000. Only eight 
will be produced this year, 
starting in October. Six are 
already sold. If all goes ac¬ 
cording to plan, 25 will be 
built the following year. 
(Never more than 50 per 
year after that.) 

An (undisclosed) U.S. firm 
has developed the engine, 
from the same engine block 
found in the Z1 Corvette.

The brakes and wheels are 
sourced from the U.K. Other 
than that, the Plethora is 
virtually “all Canadian.” 

HTT focuses on develop¬ 
ment and final assembly. 
The area around HTT’s 
headquarters in St-Eustache, 
Que., is not only blessed 
with a high-speed test track, 
but also world-class fabrica¬ 
tors, because they sprang up 
to help Bombardier build all 
those airplanes. 

When you hear “Buy 
Canadian” they’re usually 
talking about peaches or 
potatoes. How cool is it to 
now add a supercar to the 
“Made in Canada” list?

The car business remains a 
male-dominated industry. 
Yet, today, more than 50 per 
cent of automotive-related 
purchases — tires, repairs 
and vehicle maintenance — 
are made by women. 

For many women 
though, walking into a car 
dealership or an auto body 
shop is an intimidating ex¬ 
perience, according to Jody 
DeVere, founder and CEO of 
AskPatty.com — a U.S.- 
based website providing au¬ 
tomotive advice to women. 
And that’s why DeVere re¬ 
cently launched a certified 


female-friendly program for 
automotive businesses in 
Canada. 

Essentially, the program 
trains dealerships, collision 
centres, quick-lube loca¬ 
tions, service and repair 
centres, and tire dealers in 
how to create a more com¬ 
fortable environment for 
women — and that primari¬ 
ly comes down to commu¬ 
nication. Women and men 
simply communicate differ¬ 
ently. 

“One of the complaints 
we have from women is 
that they don’t feel respect¬ 
ed,” says Patricia Muir, who 
is heading up the Canadian 
side of the program. 

Muir refers to her own ex¬ 


perience buying a car 
where the male salesperson 
spoke only to Muir’s hus¬ 
band. 

Training is done com¬ 
pletely online and consists 
of 19 modules covering top¬ 
ics ranging from communi¬ 
cation, to diversity-sensitivi¬ 
ty, to time-management, to 
community involvement. 

Currently, there are over 
100 certified auto business¬ 
es in the U.S. Muir says 
three major Canadian tire 
dealers are interested in 
signing up for the training. 

“It’s basically developing 
their communication skills 
and people skills to in¬ 
clude what women are sen¬ 
sitive to and how women 


want to be treated,” ex¬ 
plains Muir. 

Once a business is certi¬ 
fied as being female-friend¬ 
ly, it is included in AskPat- 


ty.com’s network of busi¬ 
nesses, so women can 
search for a certified busi¬ 
ness close to go to on the 
website. 


AskPatty.com was 

launched in the U.S. in 2006 
and provides advice to 
women from a panel of fe¬ 
male auto experts.

The Crazies go ’over the top’ 


Star says new film is more 
love story than zombie flick

Though marketed as a 
zombie film, Breck Eisner’s 
remake of George A. 
Romero’s post-Night of 
the Living Dead thriller 
The Crazies is really a kind 
of love story. Or at least 
that’s what co-star Radha 
Mitchell thinks. 

The lovely, 

lithe Aus¬ 

tralian ac¬ 
tress is no 
stranger to 
horror 
films, hav¬ 
ing starred 
in 2006’s cult 
surrealist 
shocker 
Hill. 

But with The Crazies, it 
was the human element 
that persuaded her to sign 
on . 

“I was in Calcutta when 
I got the script,” says 
Mitchell, whose credits in¬ 
clude Woody Allen’s 
Melinda and Melinda and 
Jonathan Mostow’s Surro¬ 
gates. 

“I wasn’t sure about do¬ 


ing another horror film 
but it was the central dra¬ 
ma, of this relationship 
between a husband and 
the love he has for his 
wife that appealed to me.” 

The Crazies charts the 
48 hours following the 
outbreak of a stray bio¬ 
chemical weapon nick¬ 
named “Trixie,” a virus 
that snakes its way into a 
small town’s water 
supply, turning all 
of its victims in¬ 
to red faced 
homicidal lu¬ 
natics who 
murder any¬ 
thing with a 
heartbeat. 
Sheriff Timothy 
Olyphant (HBO’s 
Deadwood) is one of 
the lucky uninfected, cor¬ 
ralled by the government 
for relocation. His wife, 
Mitchell is not so lucky. 
His frantic search to find 
her is the story’s main 
thrust. 

“My character is tough,” 
says the actress. 

“To find a strong female 
role in this genre is so 
rare.” 

Though the film favours 


drama over gore, the look 
of the infected victims, or 
“the crazies” is suitably 


disgusting: Their skin is 
mottled, eyes blown out 
and pulsing veins pro¬ 


trude everywhere. 

Romero himself (who is 
credited as executive pro¬ 
ducer here) recently tols 
Metro that making Trix¬ 
ie’s victims appear like 
rotting zombies (they’re 
not) was an odd, poten¬ 
tially misleading choice, 
but Mitchell disagrees. 

“The whole point of the 


movie is the juxtaposition 
between the horror and 
the humanity,” she says. 

“Breck wanted the cra¬ 
zies to be completely over 
the top, to make them ter¬ 
rifying. It’s a theatrical de¬ 
vice and it makes the he¬ 
roes dangerous situation 
seem that much more in¬ 
tense.” 




Cash album released 6 years after death 


Johnny Cash’s voice comes 
in with a rumble, singing 
that there “ain’t no grave 
that can hold my body 
down.” A shuffling beat 
that sounds like heavy 
chains being carried back 
and forth accompanies him. 

It sounds both reassuring 
and, let’s be honest, a little 
creepy. 

He’s been dead for six 
years now. Even a voice that 
iconic can’t speak from the 
Great Beyond, can it? 

No, it’s what he left be¬ 
hind — the sixth and last of 
the American Recordings 
series he made with produc¬ 
er Rick Rubin. The disc, 
American VI: Ain’t No 
Grave was be released yes¬ 
terday. Cash’s 78th birthday 
would have been Friday. 

Like the series’ fifth disc, 
also released posthumously 
in 2006, it contains mostly 
recordings made by Cash in

the last few months of his 
life. His way of working 
through the grief over his 
wife June’s death, also in 
2003, was to work as much 
as his health permitted. 

“When we first went 
back and listened to the 
recordings after he had 
passed, it really just felt like 


this voice coming back 
from another place,” Rubin 
said, “ft had all this weight 
and gravity to it. It was 
scary.” 

You can hear the good 
days and bad days in his 
voice. Sometimes it’s weak, 
as if Cash was struggling for 
his breath. Other times it’s 
stronger, more familiar to 
fans who have listened to 
him for decades. 

When he had finished the 
fourth disc of the series that 
gave him a professional re¬ 
birth, Cash thought the run 
was over. He was a little 
melancholic — until Rubin 
told him they should start 
the next one tomorrow. 

“His eyes lit up,” he said. 
“He really got excited. He 
didn’t know if he could do 
it, he didn’t know if any¬ 
body cared that he could do 
it. He felt like he’d given 
what he had to give. The 


possibility that there was 
more for him to give really 
excited him and from that 
moment on, he was really 
on.” The unadorned series 
of recordings were a late-in- 
life artistic revival for Cash. 
Along with the title cut, 
Ain’t No Grave, the songs 
Cash sings includes ones by 
Kris Kristofferson, Sheryl 
Crow, Tom Paxton and an 
original he wrote in his 
last three years.

2 scallions, thinly sliced

METHOD: 

1. Thinly slice flank steak 
across grain for 8 thin 
slices. 

2. Combine 1/4 cup orange 
juice, soy sauce, sesame 
oil, 1 tbsp brown sugar, 
ginger and 1/8 tsp red pep¬ 
per flakes in shallow bowl. 
Add beef slices, tossing to 
coat. Cover and refrigerate 
1 hour.

4. Cook brown rice. Fluff 
with fork. 

5 Preheat broiler. Lift meat 
from marinade and thread 
onto eight skewers. Place 
skewers on broiler pan 
and broil 4 in. (10 cm) 
from heat, brushing with 
marinade after 2 minutes. 
Turn skewers and broil 2 
minutes. Serve skewers on 
rice with water chestnut 
salad.
